Paralympic Wheelchair Basketball Team. 

The team is preparing for the 1992 Paralympics in 
Barcetona next month. More than 80 countries are ex- 
pected toscnd 3,000 athietes to participate in 15 sportsand 
550 separate events. 

Being in a wheelchair has not ended their enthusiasm 
for sports or their outlook on life. 

Espinoza, who in 1979 was involved in an qutomobile 
accident resulting in paraplegia, has been playing basket- 
ball for the last 13 years, she said. She is also a certified 
public accountant and graduated summa cum laude from 
Obio State University in 1983, 

“It’s not that much different (being in a wheelchair),” 
Espinoza said, “I even drive a car.” 

Stranadded, “‘T’’snobigdeatbcing ina wheelchair. You 
have togoon with life, ijustde tbingsalittle different, You: 
get used toi.” 

Stran became a paraplegic in 1990 resulting from a 
skiing accident, She is a sophomore at the University of 
Blinois, 

A spinal cord injury has not dampened Sharon 
McCarthy's dream for a gold medal. In fact, she already

Administrators concerned

A groupof UNO students decided Wednesday co initiatea 
survey for students’ reaction to the name of their proposed 
organization. 

The group, whichcallsitseifStudents to Undermine Drugs, 
approved the survey after concer was raised about the 
acronym STUD. 

At a meeting attended by 14 members, the group’s prest- 
dent Julie Schalley said she learned various administration 
officials expressed concem the acronym may be offensive to 
many students, 

“T guess they (administrators) want us tochange ourname. 
We do have the option to fight, but its never been done 
before,” Schalley told the group. 

Member Jina Gaudreault responded, “It’s just slang.” 

Although they unanimously voted not to change their 
name, the group eventually decided to initiate the survey. 

Schaitey said adecision onthe name mustbemade quickly 
if their group is to become an official student organization. 

- “Until we decide aname, we don’t have aconstitution; we 
are not a student organization,” she said. 

Member Chadd Christensen added, “A survey would also 
provide publicity to our group.” 

According to Terry Forman, manager of student activi- 
ties, tie group’s constitution must be approved by Richard 
Hoover, vice chancellor for education and student services, 

“There must be some miscommunication. In no way did 
Mr. Hoover ever say he would not sign the constitution,” 
Forman said. “At @ recent meeting with Student Center 
officiats, he indicated a concern the name may be offensive, 
especially fo women. 

“He belicves STUD has this macho, mate image and 
doesn’t think the acronym has anything to do with what the 


wheelchair for regular daily activities, according to Frank 
Drasile, UNOassociate professorin recreation therapy and 
an assistant coach on the team. 
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group stands for,” Forman sald. 

“He also said die survey was an interesting idea.” 

The group’s constitution is cusrently in the hands of Beth 
Eilermeter of the Health Services Offices, the group's advi- 
sor. 

In a later interview, Christensen said he understands the 
administration’s concer. “I am a rather conservative guy, 
and I don’t think most college students would be offended. 
But if the administration is looking at it might be reflected on 
the university, I can understand their concern." 

Christensen said the purpose of the group is to provide an 
alternate for student drinking and drug abuse, and is similar to 
the New Start organization at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln. ; 

“We want to be a positive peer group. We want to provide 
an alternative to drinking,” he said. ; 

A pool party in the Health, Physical Education and Recre- 
ation building is one activity the group is planning, with a 
garage sale at the University Religious Center scheduled for 
Saturday. 

Christensen said the grouphandedoutrecipes formocktails 
{non-alcoholic drinks) during an alcohol awareness promo- 
ton fast year.

The group was formed last fall mostly with freshmen and 
sophomores who wee in similar groups in high school, he said. 

“The students had a lot of fun with it in high school and 
decided it bring it to college.”

Outraged by the thought of being reduced 
to a commodity, Swawberry Alice (Frances 
Fisher) coliccts money from all of dic prosti- 
tutes to hire a killer to eliminate the two men. 

We meet William Munny (Eastwood), a 
widower struggling to maintain his fan and 
care for his two young children, We know 
fromthe film’s writtenintroductionthatMunny 
cassies the burden of a shameful, violent and 
murderous past. A life, he will tell us, that he 
left behind under the influence of his departed 
wife.

Thesympathetic 
character of Morgan Freeman, we know like 
Munny, was at one time a ruthless villain, 

“Unforgiven” incorporates a rather novel 
character in the person of English Bob's blog. 
tapher W.W. Beauchamp (Saul Rubinck), who 
travels with him, recording stories and chroni- 
cling events in his life, 

In one of the film’s many memorable mo- 
ments, LitueBillhaslocked English Bobin jail, 
He then carries on a conversation with we 
writer, highlighted by a recounting of one of 
English Bob’s notable exploits. Except that, as 
we hear from Little Bill, nota word of the story 
reflects authenticity. Of course, the accurate 
account speaks much less bravely of English 
Bob, if Little Bill ts to be belicved. 

One element suggested by this movie's 
events is that of feminism, as the film clearly 
conveys a sense of empathy with the women, 
who were used and then discarded, when they 
start to stand up for themselves. Though in no 
way condoning the revenge killing of the two 
men, the film does present the prostitutes’ 
cfforts as that ef seeking justice for the abhor- 
rent violation of one of their group.

Instead, according to Kyle Carrier, re- 
gional marketing manager for the Ringting 
Bros. and Barnum & Bailey Circus, these 
were a few of the show's stars who have 
come to delight audiences for three days at 
the Civic Auditorium. 

On the road constantly, the troupe of 
more than 300 circus members, performers 
and support staff, travel throughout the 
United States on the circus train, which is a 
mile in length, Carrier said. 

“it’s a moving apartment building and 
moving zoo,” he said. 

Carrier said many aspects of this year’s 


u close Te 
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production are new, including Italian David 
Lasible the clown as its headlining act. 

According to Cartier, decisions such as 
the selection of acts for the circus are made 
by circus producer Kenneth Feld and his 
colleagues, who travel the world looking for 
talents, 

“He will put together a show and bire the 
talent and put it all together ia our winter 
headquasters in Florida,” Carrier said. 

Casrier said travelling outside of the 
United States can provide a magnificent 
source of wonderful circus acts. 

“There arc many more Citcuses overseas 
than people mightimagine, more than here,” 
he said, 

Carrier said this yeas’s theme, “perform- 
ers from ail over the world coming together 
for the first time,” is exemplified by the 
presence of an act fram Mongolia. 

“This is the first year that Mongolia has 
been open to us because of all the changes 
thathave been going onin the world,” besaid., 
“Et was the same situation six or seven years 
ago when we first brought Chinese perform- 
ers into the ciscus.” Also new this year is an 


act featuring barnyard animals, he said. 

“Its never been sceninthecircus. Wewill 
have some large pigs, ducks, goats and oth- 
ers all in the ting. It’s a fun skit.” 

Among the clreus’ performers are many 
whotravel with their children, whoare taught 
by tutors travelling with the circus, Carrier 
said, In several of the tapeze acts, the 
youngermembers have been trained by fam- 
ily members, he said. 

The legendary trainee Gunther Gcbel- 
Williams trained his son Mark Oliver Will- 
fams, who now arranges the elephant and 
other acts, Carrier said, 

“The circus is made upof families. When 
you hear about peopic growing up in the 
ciscus, it’s very teue,” Carrier said. 

In addition to organizing schooling, fie 
said many aspects of the ciscus’ day-to-day 
functioning must be carefully coordinated far 
in advance of the performances dates. For 
example, the choices of cities to play is orga- 
nized out of their national offices. 

“Often we go back to the same places 
during the same times of the year, We have 
to create a schedule that is feasible, without 
doing any unnecessary travelling.” 

The cities chosen must be determined in 
past based on railroad track availability, 
sincethatis the circus’ entire means of travel, 
Carrier said, 

Another concern, he said, is the food 
supply for the performers, human and other- 
wise. 

“We order our food locally in every city 
we visit so that it’s fresh, and it needs to be 
there when the circus arrives. It’s quitea big 
operation.” 

Allof this planning and preparation comes 
to fruition this weekend at the Civic Audite- 
rium where people will have six opportuni- 
ties to enjoy the Ringling Bras, and Bamum 
& Bailey Circus in Omaha. 

“The circus has had a reputation in the 
past of being for the kids, and the parents go 
tokeep the kids happy, but it really is forall 
ages,” Carsier said.
